to that alone he fhoulddire&t his fentiments. He faid, that 
the cylculations of the’Right Hon. Gentleman (Mr Pitt) were 
in the extreme erroneous, and without good grounds to fup- 
port them. In order to convince the Houfe of this, he beg- 
ged they would recolleét the calculations upon which he went ; 
and the quarter on which he grounded thofe calculations, as 
containing one hundred and three days, exceeding the ufual 
number of days a quarter contains by eleven and a fraction ; 
thisy. he faid, was an erroneous principle on which to ground 
a calculation for the year, as, according to fuch calculations, 
the year fhould contain a greater number of days by forty-four 
than at prefent. 

The Right Honourable Gentleman had (tated, that the nett 

produce of the revenue amounted, by his calculations, to 
15,500,000 1. He thought this very fallacious; and from the 
calculations he had made, which every gentleman who now 
heard him was at liberty to examine, he would be bold to fay 
the nett produce of the revenue would not amount to more 
than 14,000,000 I, 
’ Mr Fox here entered into a detail of the different taxes, 
and the produce of them, beginning with the Cuftoms, which 
he faid were in fach a fluctuating {tate as to produce fometimes 
more and fometimes lefs. The Excife Duties, according to 
Mr Pitt, amounted to 45,000 I. in that quarter ; but gentle- 
men fhould remember, that this quarter was made to contain 
fifteen weeks, when it fhould not have exceeded thirteen. In 
like manner, the {tamp-duties on parchment, paper, bills, notes, 
receipts, &c. were erroneoufly calculated ty anfwer the Right 
Honourable Gentleman's purpofes He alfottared the deduc- 
tion of f{ilaries as very incorreétly ftated.

matters had taken a different turn, and it was the gencral opi- 
nion of che merchants there,.. that a ‘total prohibition of [rith 
commodities would immediately take place in that kingdom. 

“¢ A letter from a refpectable [vith houfe at Lifboa to a mer- 
chant ia this city, fays, * So litle'do the Portugucfe value 
the iy oetagre of their wines to Ircland, that by only unroot- 
ing a fingle vineyard, as they have long fince begun, out of 
each acre in this. kingdom, which, amongft a multitude of pro- 
prietors can fcarcely be miffed, it would leffén the 4800 pipes, 
which were exported annually into Ireland, had they not Ruf- 
fia, Germany, America, and many other markets where to fend 
them. On the other hand, the prohibition of butter, which is 
an article of luxury and not‘of necelhty in Portugal, will be 
feverely felt by you, and particularly affect the landed intere({t 
in the end. Ail hopes of an accommodation are now vanith- 
ed, as it would be ridiculous in our countrymen to fuppofe, 
that her Majeity’s minifters, after that, could, confiftently with 
the dignity of her crown, treat or liften to any future negocia- 
tion, under the rod of your Parliament. Thus you have lo‘t, 
not only the value of your exports to this couagtry, to the a+ 
mount of 180,000}. but alfo an annual balance of 80,000 |. 
and upwards, which a little management might have increafed 
to as much more, had not Englith influence interfered. 

“ Before the news of the prohibitory duties on the produce 
of Portugal reached Lifbon, feyeral Britith houfes had bought 
up great quantities of Irith butter gn fpeculation ; and accord- 
ing to advices from thence no lefs than 24,000 tubs of it were 
then in that market.—This plainly fhews how early our Bri- 
tifh friends had got intelligence of what was to happen ia [re- 
land. Corn from different parts, particularly from America, 
had arrived there in fo great plenty, as to lie in the ftreets of 
that.city for want of granaries to-ftoze it: Therefore, the idea 
of {tarving the Portuguefe into compliance muft be abandoned. 

“© We are affured, that laft week a Privy Council. was held 
at the Caffle, in confequence of a propofal made by the Britifh 
Cabinet to alter or modify one of the propofitions, to render it 
more palatable to the people of Great Britain; when, after a 
long debate, the propofed alteration was reprobated by a large 
majority.”
